Refugee plants were prepared at 
Vicksburg, Greenwood and’ Yazoo 
City, With the National Guard, Red | 
Cross and army officers co-operating 
fn the. work of rescue and care of 
flood sufferers. 

Rising temperature over mest of 
the stricken area promised to allay 
much of the suffering occasioned by 
the recent cold weather. As the refu- 
gee centers became more crowded

Prune ’Em! 


Not too late to prune 
and shade trees. 

It is suggested that maples be not 
pruned much, if any, just now, as 
they “bleed” so much. Prune them 
in early fall when leaves are falling. 

What are we to do with the people 
who prune trees and leave stubs on 
them from a quarter of an inch to 
four inches long? That place will rot 
into the heart of the tree before “it 
will heal. Make the cut in line-with 
the surface from which the limb is 
eut.
